Dialect) and might, by protra¢ting the Time, leave 
Room for fuch Accidents to intervene, as might caufe 
it intirely to be laid afide. 

Tue Keng’s Speech recommending the Care of the 
Succefiion, after the Duke of Glouceffer’s Death, was 
made to both Houfes on the 11th Day cf February 
1700. The Commons, on the 3d of March, agreed 
to the Refolution to declare the further Limitation and 
Succeffion of the Crown. ‘The whole Month following 
was {pent in declaring the Limitations of the Govern- 
ment in Ten feveral Refolutions, which had been already 
agreed on in in a private Cabal, and had no Attendance 
ot Members in the Houfe, either to oppofe or debate 
them. Onthe if Day of April 1701, the Bill was 
read a fitit Time. On the 12th of Aprif they went in- 
to a Committee of the whole Houfe upon the Bill, and 
having made fome Progrefs therein, they’ poftponed 
the Committee Five feveral Times, and did not re- 
tarn to it again till the 4th Day of May. They pafled 
the Bill on the 14th; and the Lords returned it to 
them without Amendment on the 22d of the fame 
Month; fo that the Houfe of Lords fpent but Eicur 
Days in going through all the Forms of Parliament on 
this Bill, tho’ the Preparations for bringing it in by 
the Hou/e of Commons, were lengthened out fve Weeks, 
and the pafling of it full fx Weeks, in all Erevan 
Weexs fpent on this Proceeding there; fo different 
were the Affections of the two Houfes.
